WHAT STRIKING COSTS. 


LABOR COMMISSIONER V* SICHT PRE­ 


SEN TS AN ARRAY OF F IB R E S . 


A Lo ss to Em plo yes o f Nearly > '» » 000,000, 
and to Emplo yer« o f Orer 1;,'. i >('0,000 in 
Six Years—The Beading DiiU.-ulty as It 
Is Viewed by the Op 
P arties— 
Strikers Co nferring—Co rbin’s Order. 


W ash in g to n City. Dec. 50. —Co mmissio n- 
er o f Labo r Carro l D. Wriglit has transmit­ 
ted his third annual repo rt to the secretary 
o f the interio r. 
This repo rt relates entirely 
to strikes aud lo cko uts o ccurring in the 
United States fo r the perio d o f six years, be­ 
ginning J an. 1, 188i, aud ending Dec. 81, 
1886. 
Mr. Wright says that the industrial de­ 
pressio ns which hav e been so frequent m this 
co untry since 1877 really establish the perio d 
hs o ne o f strikes and lo cko uts. 
The manu­ 
facturing establishment is taken as the unit 
in all matters, rather than the strike itself. 
The names o f establishments hav e no t been 
giv en, fo r many apparent reaso ns, but the 
lo calities and the industries to which the es­ 
tablishments belo ng are all clearly specified. 
After detailing the metho ds by which the 
bureau co llected its info rmatio n (and these 
sho w that the greatest care was taken in the 
inv estigatio n.), the co mmissio ner states that 
there were fo r the who le perio d inv o lv ed 
22,830 establishments in which strikes o c­ 
curred, and 2, *.82 in which lo ck-o uts o ccurred. 
The strikes are div ided by years as fo llo ws: 
In 1881, 2,928; in 1882, 2,105; in 1883,2,759; 
in 1884, 2,307; in 1835, 2,284; in 1880, 9,893. 
Since the 1st o f J anuary, IS'*? , so far ns 
the bureau has teo n able to a certain, there 
has been a great falling o ff o f strikes, as 
co mpared with 1380, the number o f estab­ 
lishments in which they o ccur dro pping 
belo w 5,000, 3,000 o f which o ccurred in the 
first half o f the year. 
Nearly 75 i» er cent, o f the establishments in 
which strikes o ccurred fo r the six years 
named, and nearly 91 percent, o f tho se in which 
lo ck-o uts o ccurred, were in the fiv e states 
o f New Yo rk, Pennsylv ania, Massachusetts, 
Ohio , and l lino is, which stales co ntain 49 
percent, o f all the manufacturing establish­ 
ments in the co untry, and emplo y 58 per 
cent, o f the capital inv ested in mechanical 
industrie s in the co untry. 
The to tal number o f emplo yes inv o lv ed in 
the who le number o f strikes fo r the who le 
perio d was 1,5)8,*124, while the number o f 
emplo yes lo cked o ut was 159,543. 
Of all the 
strikers nearly 89 p>er eem. were males ami 
ubo ut 11 per cent, females; while o f iho se 
lo cked o ut, 04 per co nt. were males and 31 
per cent, fern .les. 
The to tals sho w that o f the strikes o ccur­ 
ring in the 22,559 establishments during the 
peiio d cuv . r.-i by the inv es'i a)io n, tho se in 
1 0 ,4 >7 succeeded, and tho se in 5,004 met with 
partial success, while in 8,910 establishments 
the strikes w,*re failures. 
Many difficulties were fo und in ascertain­ 
ing the exact lo ss o f emplo yes, but the in­ 
fo rmatio n secured sho ws that the lo ss to 
them by strikes fo r the six years was $ 51,- 
816,1G5, while the lo ss to emplo yes thro ugh 
lo cko uts fo r the same perio d *v a- $ 8,132,717; 
o r a to tal wage lo ss to emp’o yes thro ugh 
Strikes and lo cko uts, fo r the six years co v ­ 
ered, o f $ 59,9)8,853. 
Thro e millio ns, three 
hunr.red and twenty-fiv e tho usand and flffy- 
bev en do llars were expended in assistance to 
strikers, so far as ascertain aide. 
The ein-« 
plo yo rs’ lo sses thro ugh strikes fo r the six 
years amo unted to $ 30,755,058, and thro ugh 
lo cko uts to $ 5 45.2,20!; being a to tal lo ss to 
emplo yers in establishments where strikes 
ami lo cko uts o ccurred o f $ 34,104,914. 
An examinatio n o f the summary tables 
by industries, fo r bo th strikes and lo cko uts, 
disclo ses tiie fact that the o hi-d burden under 
Btrikes was bo rne by thirteen industries, 
v iz.:

Fo r the two classes o f disturbances—strikes 
and lo cko uts—these trades that hav e been 
named affected 22,433 
establishment« , o r 
abo ut 90 per cent, o f the who le number in­ 
v o lv ed. 
Amo ng the lo ng list o f strikes there were 
sev eral wljich presented unusual difficulties 
in the way o f tabular statement, and fo r 
these, namely the telegraphers’ strike o f 1883 
and the strikes o n the So uthwestern o r Go uld 
system o f railways in ¡885-86, all hav ing a 
natio nal influence, specific explanatio ns are 
giv en. 
The facts giv en by the bureau regarding 
the strikes o ccurring prio r to issi, and also 
tho se relativ e to legislatio n aud the decisio ns 
o f co urts co ncerning strikes, co mbinatio ns, 
co nspiracies, and bo yco tts, co nstitute an ex­ 
ceedingly v aluable po rtio n o f the repo rt.

The emplo yes o f the Reading Railro ad co m­ 
pany in this o ily hav e paid no attentio n to 
the circular issued by Chairman J o in» L. Lee, 
and, as far as co uld be learuel, hav e no 
kno wledge o f an o rdo r fo r a general strik*. 
If, ho wev er, the inev itable sho uld co me, and

METHODS CF SHOPLIFTER3. 


Stealing: aa 11 Means of Livelihood—The 
A mat *miv K leptonum iae. 
“ Not oiKvtoiitti «»f the pi»oji!e caught 
surreptitiously appropriating our gootls 
are ever brought to justice, *’ said the 
superintendent of a large dry goods es- 
tablisl in it'll t. 
“ W e have our own private 
detectives, some of whom art* women, to 
protect our property, but sliopbfting is so 
prevalent that not a day passes without 
the detection of one or more thieves. The 
professional tjiieves, adroit as they are, 
give us less trouble than the new hands. 
A ll the notorious shoplifters are w ell 
known to our deUvtivcs, and the mo­ 
ment one shows her face in the doorway 
she is warned aw ay. 
As soon as a pro­ 
fessional linds herself Kjxitted who tak«*s to 
the road and works the principal cities in 
regular order. 
It takes her 
several 
months to work the circuit, at the end of 
which time she can start all over again 
w ithout much fear of being recognized. 
The expert shoplifter doesn't rt*sort to dis­ 
guises as much as the uninitiated would 
suppose. 
She takes a pride in her pro­ 
fession and hH>ks upon stealing m erely as 
a means of livelihood. 
She is courageous 
to the extreme and steals w ith an audaci­ 
ty that is startling. 
W hen detected she 
liecomes dogged, rets w ith the indiffer­ 
ence of a woman of the world, looks 
upon the m atter as one of the fortunes of 
w ar and never tries to craw l out of the 
hole bv adding a lie to her other crim e. 
The re is some satisfaction in outw itting a 
foe like this, whose life is tinged with ro­ 
mance, and who» w ill wage as fair a w ar­ 
fare against you as the dishonesty of her 
practices w ill adm it. 
“ On the other hand, the am ateur thier 
or kleptomaniac, or whatever you like to 
call lu*r, w ill resort to the meanest and 
most contemptible plans to steal your 
goods. 
If detected in the act, she w ill 
vilify yon, say slit* is insulted, threaten 
to sue, and lie like a Digger Indian. 
There is not a person on earth so dear 
a | 
father, a mother, a brother or a sister 
j 
whom she would not betray in order to 1 
secure im m unity for herself. 
Often these ' 
new hands travel in p.drs. 
W hen caught 
they disgust you w ith human nature by j 
their m utual iccriurinations. 
“ As for the excuses offered by shop- { 
lifters when brought to bay most of them j 
have become so threadbare as to be 
known as chestnuts. 
Once in a while an 
ingenious crook w ill spring a new fake 
story on us, some of w hich would l*> 
convincing enough if it w asn’t for the 
tangible evidence, 
I have kept a record 
of all these excuses, and w ill enumerate 
a few of the common and curious ones. 
“ First, there is the fashionably dressed 
woman, w ell connected and of undoubted 
respectability. 
Pilfering w ith her is, no 
doubt, more of a disease than a crim e. 
She never steals anything very valuable, 
but picks up little odds and ends that take 
her fancy, such us a tape measure, a 
spool of cotton, a m atch safe, an odd 
glove, a single garter, etc. 
You w ill 
notice that some of these things are of no 
possible use or value to her. 
As far as 
possible we avoid bringing her failing to 
her notice. 
The trittes she has stolen are 
added to her bill and she pays it without 
being conscious of having been detected. 
Sometimes the friends of this class of 
shoplifters w ill find out where she has 
been shopping and return all the tilings 
she brought home to see if they have all 
been paid for, 
“ The richly dressed woman, who passes 
as respectable, is the one who gives us 


j the most trouble. 
She alw ays goes In 
for a big haul, and haunts the lace and 
silk counters. 
H er stealings are of such 
magnitude, and her work is done in such 
a bungling manner, that she is sure to 
be detected almost at once. W hen caught 
and requested to step into the exam ining 
room she bursts out in loud and vulgar 
remonstrance. 
A fter getting our goods 
back we generally have her locked up. 
Then there is sure to be a hue and cry 
about an outrage and that sort of thing 
until 
she is tried and heavily fined. 
There are alw ays plenty of shyster law ­ 
yers to induce her to bring a suit for 
damages against us on the w hack up 
plan. 
These vam pires try to blackm ail 
us into compromising the suit, but we 
know enough to rem ain firm. 
“ A very common tyjn* of the shop* 
lifter comes from the middle w alk of 
life. 
She is generally a foolish woman 
whose 
husband's salary 
is not 
large 
enough to supply her with the finery she 
longs for, bo she determines to steal i . 
At first her pilfering» are very small, but 
in tim e she beroun*s eurixridened by suc­ 
cess and there is nothing too rich for her 
to slip under her dress. 
W hen discov­ 
ered she is full of excuses. 
She was just 
taking the article over to the light, or 
she wanted lo buy something at another 
counter and unconsciously kept it in her 
hand, or si e wished to obtain the opin­ 
ion of a friend whom she thought she 
saw at the other end of the store, or the 
thing got caught in her dress in some 
unaccountable manner. 
A woman of 
ibis kind Ls anxious to avoid publicity, 
and as she is ready enough to pay the 
full value of the article, we let her go 
scot free, after the detectives have scru- 
iinized her so that she would be readily 
recognized again. 
“ The child shoplifters are hard to de­ 
tect. 
They are precious little tots, and 
become w onderfully proficient in a short 
time. 
As they arc unable to secret«' 
m any articles 0 1 their persons, they < m- 
ploy most of their tim e in picking the 
K iciiels of 
the shoppers. 
You would 
think that a little 10-yenr-oU girl would 
break down and confess everything upon 
bring arrested, but they rem ain perfectly 
self possessed and go through the trying 
ordeal of a »»arching exam ination w ith 
the easy indifference of a professional.
